How can sediment be removed or pre- 
vented from covering the inside of the 
sterilizer? B.R. 


A. The use of distilled water will prevent 


this accumulation. It can be removed 
by using a thin layer of vaseline, smear- 
ing it over the bottom with a brush or 
gauze, before filling with water. This 
almost entirely prevents sediment for- 
mation, and what /s formed can easily 
be wiped out with a towel or cloth. 


. How can Iodine and Coffee stains be 


removed? E. M. 


. a. Lysol will remove iodine stains ; after 


applying Lysol sponge off with clear 
water. b. Cover a coffee spot with the 
yolk of an egg, to which has been 
added an equal amount of carbon teta- 
chloride. The mixture should be stir- 
red before using; after the spot has 
been soaked a few minutes, wash out 
the mixture with warm water and 
while still moist iron on wrong side 
of cloth. 


. How can I test the removal of the hypo 


from washed ray films? C. O. 


. Take 1 oz. (15 c.c.) of test solution 


in a clear glass. Allow wash water to 
drip from film into this for thirty sec- 
onds. Hypo remaining in film will be 
indicated by change in color of test 
solution, from violet to orange in about 
30 seconds, then to colorless in about 
60 seconds.

Potasium permanganate—4 grains or 
0.3 grams.

Test Solution 
4, dram (or 1 c.c.) of stock solution 
is placed in 4 oz. of water (125 c.c.) 

This solution does not 
keep more than a few hours. 


What causes ‘‘slow’’ x-ray films? J. S. 


Investigations show that reports of 
“slow” films are usually due to diluted 
developer solution! When mixing fresh 
developer, always mix an extra amount 
that can be kept in a dark glass bottle ; 
when the developer in the tank evapo- 
rates, leaks, or becomes low from use 
add some from the bottle. Never add 
water to the developer to fill the tank. 
To satisfy yourself, determine the cu- 
bic content of your solution tank or 
compartment, by multiplying — the 
length by the width and by the depth. 


In measuring the depth, measure from the 


inside bottom to within one inch of the 
top. By multiplying the inside dimen- 
sions one by another, the number of 
cubic inches will be determined. Di- 
vide the number of cubic inches by 
231 and you will know definitely the 
capacity in gallons. You should then 
use the exact amount of solution 
needed to fill the tank. (Dec. '36 
Dentogram. )
